The Student Senate voted down a proposed 
salary raise for Student Body President David 
Aronofsky after a heated debate in 
Wednesday's Senate session. 

Senate Bill 3, submitted by Senator Shelly 
Zander, would have raised the salaries the 
President, Vke-ftciident and Attorney General 
by $402, $188, and $160 per year, respectively. 

The raise would have re-establtehed the 
salaries the officers were making kttt year 
before this spring's budget ciit. The Q»iident 
had been making $3,600, the Vke-IVesklent 
$1 JSOO, and tiie Attorney Gener^ $1,200. 

Aronofsky told the Senators that he had run 
for the office becme of the lafaay, and added 
that it was the best paymg job on cunpus. 

Zander and Howard Hunter cast the only 
votes favoring the raise. Earlier, Senator Paul 
Shang had submitted a friendly amendment to 
drop the Vice-President's pay increase. Student 
Body Vice-President Jan Pietsiy k was m accord 



with the amendment as it passed the floor. 

"I may have been a bit premature in 
requesting a salary adjustment of the executive 
office only," said Aronofsky. **A good 
argument agahist the bil was that OPS (Other 
Personal Servke) was not getting an 
adjustment.

A team from the 
University's School of 
Criminotogy will be evaluating 
hew programs in the legal 
system in five U.S. cities, 
including Orlando, over the 
next year, with a grant of 
$278,540 awarded by the 
National Institute of Law 
Enforcement and Criminal 
Justice. 

The grant, which was 
announoed by the offices of 
Congressman Don Fuqua and 
Sen.

Chuck Metcalf, the 
originator of the Mad 
Mountain Mime Troupe, is 
about to embark on a 
nationwide tour with the five 
other members of the troupe, 
with hopes of returning to FSU 
in January. 

Immediately, Metcalf wants 
to distinguish between his art 
form and liut of classic mime. 
"Mime is a high art form that 
has been stagnant for 2000 
years," Metcalf said. "Most 
other mimes are influenced by 
the French school which is 
impressionistic, and all of them 
do something dealing with 
tricks and iUusion,'* said 
Metcalf, claiming that **noboby 
is doing what we*re doing." 
What he would like to do is 
disassociate himsdf aiul his 
form fromi. the stereotype of 
mime that people normaUy see 
in Marcel Murceau. 

In Metcalf s concq>tion of 
nume, **What we do is just 
another form of reality, i^iere 
there is no separation of mind 
and body.** What is apparently 
accomplished is a coupling of 
the minds of the troupe and 
the audience through their 
bodies. 

in other words, the viewers 
can receive the emotional 

transmit ions of mime through 
their bodies with little or no 
loss of feeling. So, as Metcalf 
said, "1 project my imagination 
instead of my social 
conditioning." That is, he 
controls his body with his 
mind, rather than the obverse, 
to visually portray emotions. 
Since there is no language to

discuss wluit the mimes are 
doing, the mime artist must 
show a control of p^ceptual 
depth beyond what one 
normaUy idlows for. Metcalf 
said that wiwn his Japanese 
teadier of mime would project 
a wall in front of himself, '^you 
could shine a light in hh eyes 
and his pupils HKwld not 
dilate." 

The troupe arrives at its 
method by the obsmation of 
non-verbal communication. 
"People communicate with 
their bodies all the time, so our 
problem is how to physicalize 
and magnify what we want to 
relate," said Metcalf. So, mime 
must synthesize technique and 
thought. 

"Our movements are one 
step removed from real life and 
are not dance oriented. 



whereas Marceau is technique 
and dance oriented," Metcalf 
said. This further explains the 
differences between mimes 
who simply do tricks and those 
who mean to convey 
something more lasting and 
meaningful to the viewers. 

"There is a conflict between 
emotions and reason which we 
try to explore," said Metcalf. 
This conflict presents itself in 
life as a balance between 
opposites, and is expressed in 
the mime technique and 
conceptualization." 

This balance is often 
expressed in Metcalfs pieces. 
They depict many male-male, 
female-female and male-female 
conflicts which might occur 
either in one*s mind or in daily 
activity. But, this dichotomy is 
not as important as the fact 
that the conflicts and balancing 
do occur. 

An isaportmt addition to 
the troupe's conception of 
mime is music, '^e Vkt the 
combination because our 
audience has already been 
exposed to music and they 
know how to deal with it,** he 
said. Music is another art form 



which can be expressed 
without the aid of language 
and it allows the mime to get 
further involved than he could 
without music. So, mime can 
do visually what music does 
aurally. 

Another important addition 
to the troupe is that of women. 
"Some of the lack of growth of 
mime is due to its traditional 
dominance by males," said 
Metcalf. Again refering to the 
reason-emotion count- 
erbalance, he said that man has 
the mind of God and woman 
the heart of God. In a piece 
entitled "God," Metcalf as God 
puts his heart into the first 
woman, so, "If God ever 
destroys the earth at the the 
end of the piece, he will have 
ccmmiitted suicide and will 
die."

Nixon, who spoke in 
an unusually deep WMoe, said he no lonpsr possessed the 
political base in Congress to lemain in offioe. He Slid his finfly 
had urged him to stay, but that he had to consider what was 
best for the nation. He said the nation needed a *1Pull-time 
president*' and asked that the American people react with 
patience and co-opeiation to the asoendeoey of Vioe Presidint 
Ford. 

**The leadership of America is in good hands/' Nixon said. 
**We must begin to heal the wounds and to put bitterness and 
division behind us."

The fate of the Union Board 
itill remains in Iimbo, over six 
weeks since Vice-President for 
University Relations Dr. 
Stephen McClellan sent his 
reoiganizttioii memo to 
memben of the Tmk Foice 
charged with that 
responiihiHty. 

Much of the problem lies 
with the wording of the 
fioarc's reorganizationai plan, 
as opposed to the 
Administration's 
recommendations. 

*'Advisoiy** is the 
controversial word, and where 
the Administration prefers the 
word and that role, the Union 
Board rejects its usage. 



Latt Frid^, Dr. Robert 
Kimoid, Difaetor of University 
Recreatkn and Leisure 
Sernoet proposed that the 
Union Board ''should be 
responsible for RECOMMEND- 
ING policy pertaining to the 
admiiiistration of university 
Recreation and Leisure 
Services." 

According to Regina 
Largent, Chairperson of the 
Board and the ad hoc 
committee responsible for 
submitting a plan to the Task 
Force, the Board's role should 
be to "recommend, evaluate 
and approve the projects and 
activities of the University 
Recreation and Leisure 
Services Unit. The Board shall 
monitor funds and initiate 



;s pertaining to ttieie 
prognuns and poiicies.** 

The ad hoc committee of 
the Task Force has approved 
the above statement, but it has 
not yet been submitted to the 
Task Force in its entirety. 

"I am optimistic the plan 
will be approved," Largent 
said. 'The term advisory was 
omitted, because there was 
such difficulty defining it 
adequately.** 

Nancy Turner, acting Union 
Director, said, "I can see 
advising as a very strong 
position. I don't see an 
advisory board as a weak 
board, necessarily." 

'The Board feels that 
'advisory' means 'disregarded 
without thought/ " Largent

BCN^'s phm for **EqualiiEing 
Educational Opportunity in 
Public Higher Education m 
Florida." 

The team will be responsiUe 
for fulfilling Title 9 of the 
1972 Education Amendment 
prohibiting sex discrimination 
in educational programs which 
leoeive federal aid. How the 
team will go about with this 
compliance has not yet been 
levealed. 

The team will be assisted by 
representatives from the nine 
state universities with Dr. 
Freddie Groomes and Dr. 
Daisy Flory responsible for 
FSU's institutional plans. 

Dr. Harold Crosby will be 
chairperson of the Affirmative 
Action Team and will assume 
responsibihty for its progress. 
Crosby, who is President of the 
University of South Florida, 
hid nbnnpd to retire 



President in September and 
assume the position of 
Regent's Professor. He was 
asked by the BOR to remain in 
office imtil a successes could 
be named so that he could 
maintain the team chair 
officially. 

Vice-Chance]k» Richard 
Hulet has 'been named 
cooidmatcv m the State 
Uiivetstty S^fslan office and 
vke chiirpefKm of the team. 
He wffl leoeive all reports 
mdudmg institutional plans 
from the nine uniYetstties by 
Sept 15. Other members of 
the team are BOR Corporate 
Secretary Hendrix Chandler, 
Steve McArthur, Maiy Seals 
and Dr. Ed Silbert.

Exam scheduling 
left to professors

Due to the shortness of the 
summer quarter, FSU will 

.ntinue to follow past 

immer policy by not 
KiH'diiling a final exam week. 

I he times of exams, which 
are to be given durmg the final 
week of classes, will be left up 
to the discretion of the schools 
and departments, which in 
turn, can leave the decision 
with the professor, according 
fc Dr. Daisy Flory, Dean of 
} jculiies. 

Pointing to the large 
number of public teachers 
attending the summer session, 
Hory maintained that the 
qiKirtor had to be shortened 
111 order to give the teachers 
time to get back to their 
schools for preplanning." 

'There are usually fifty 
class days in each quarter, 
followed by an exam wedc," 
Rory said. **But the Board of 
Regents, realizing that teachers 
attending the summer session 
could not stay here ftat long, 
allowed us to shorten the 
quarter to forty-five days and 
to 9ve exams during tlie last 
week of classes.** 

The shortened quarter also 
gives students and faculty "a 
little vacation before fall 
quarter begins," Flory said. 

By keeping class size smaller 
than usual and by taking into 
account the greater number of 
graduate students in 
attendance during the summer 
quarter, Flory said the 
university attempts to make 
the summer session a ''standard 
educational experience." 

Admitting that summer 
pohcy was under constant 
re -evaluation, Flory said she 
Jid not rule out future pohcy 
ehanges.

Our country has recently been burdened with the 
wont crisis in its highest office since the scandalous 
di^s of Wairai Iknling. 

Three times in the last centuiy, the offke of tiie 
Resident has been gripped by abncmnal forces shaking 
a democracy strengthened by over 200 years of 
effective existence. 

Richard Nixon's total disregard for the greatness of 
the onice has led some to raise the prospect of revising 
the Constitution concerning the selection, duties and 
functions of the Vice President. 

Many times in this century we have been caught 
without a Vice President. And many times, we feel, the 
selection has been truly lacking in credibility and 
thought. 

The Constitution sets the procedure for selecting a 
new Vice President. After he or ^e is diosen by the 
President, the Senate must pass on confirmation. 
Confirmation proceedings are rarely more than a 
formality and ccmfumation is usually taken for granted 
in lieu of a morals diaige. 

However, we do not ai^rove of a lame duck 
President choosing his replacement. Nor do we like the 
idea of any person holding the highest office in the 
land, yet being elected in but one small congressional 
district. 

We have never approved of the Vice President being 
a running mate of the presidential candidate. As 
standard bearer, the Vice President is chosen for 
political reasons — perhaps a name, perhaps a 
geographical location or possibly a reason of ideology. 

Rarely is a Vice President well-versed in foreign 
affairs. Many times, the American people are 
downright lucky if he is even something of an expert in 
domestic affairs. 

As President, Lyndon Johnson was a slick domestic 
official, but quite meffective in foreign policy as 
evidenced by his continued involvement in a war 
nobody wanted. 

We suggest a number of proposals for the selection 
of a Vice President. First, we propose that the Vice 
President campaign and be elected separately. 
Secondly, we offer that the Vice President be selected 
after the President has been elected, with only men of 
the same party as the President-elect eligible to 
campaign for the office. 

We realize the inherent difficulties in each proposal. 
We also do not profess to know all the intricate 
operations of election campaigning, but for a more 
viable and representative office of the Vice President, 
.0/e urge that selection alternatives be sou^t. 

The events of the last two decades have shown that 
the office of the Vice Resident has readied a point of 
ultimate importance. We now need a process of 
selection reflective of its imp(»tanoe. 
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mediocrity in Florence 



With the ichoof s every 
increasing emphasis on 
graduate training, it is no 
wonder that FSU's 
undergraduates often feel 
shortchanged.

Probably the biggest fallacy 
running rampant about tiie 
Overseas Program is that only 
upperclassmen with high grade 
point averages are allowed to 
attend FSU's extensions in 
Europe. This couldn't be 
further from the truth. Any 
undergraduate who isn't a 
freshman and has a 2.0 or 
better is dibble for both the 
Florence and London 
programs. It is advisable, for 
that matter, for the student to 
go while in the sophomore or 
junior year before (s)he is too 
deeply involved with a 
non-related major. 



The other mafor fallacy 
about the programs is that they 
are expenshre; The programs' 
costs, $2,462 for two quarters 
at eitfaesr Fkxeiice or London, 
are moderate when crapaied 
to increasmg tiution costs and 
other study programs. The 
figure for the Florence 
program, for example, includes 
bed, board, tuition and an all 
expense paid trip to places like 
Sicily or Budapest. 

Like most other educational 
institutions, the overseas 
programs are facing a financial 
pinch. The net result, with few 
exceptions, is that anyone 
qualified with money in hand 
is almost certain to be 
approved for the programs, 
llie imphcation here is that the 



average student, with a littk 
feiaacial help from fheadi lid 
folks, can stwty in Europe. 

Students in Florence live ■ 
a rambling four story edifice 
near the downtown area caHed 
the Hotel Patermo.

JacksonviDe*s Gator Bowl 
greeted news of the resignation 
with a standing ovation. 

The resignation 
announcement had been 
expected ever since Presidential 
communications chief Ron 
Zeigler announced earlier in 
the day that Nixon would 
make a statement on national 
television. Throughout the day, 
Nixon met with key aides and 
top Congressional leaders to 
inform them of his decision. 
But the word was so poorly 
kept among members of the 
White House staff that by 
mid->ftemoon yesterday the 
biggest guessing game was not 
whetliar Nixon would resign, 
but who would be the new 
Vice-President, to be selected 
by President Ford. 

Nixon is expected to leave 
Washington today for his 
California home with his 
family and a few close aides. 
He enters the civilian world 
facing a variety of new 
problems, including possible 
prosecutions on the federal, 
state and local levels of 
government, potential civil 
suits by those persons whose 
dvil rights he damaged whUe in 
office, and the threat of 
disbarment. Without 
immunity, to be granted either 
by the Coi^iess or the courts, 
it appears eminently 
conceivable that the United 
States might see its first 
iiapiisoiied former president

"We don't want the BOR 
setting fees without pubUc 
hearings," Merryday said. 'The 
Florida statutes require 
affirmative and final action by 
the legislature in changing 
tuition fees." 

Merryday was referring to 
Chapter 240.062 which reads: 
"The Board shall submit the 
types and amounts of 
registration fees and tuition 
fees to the legislature before 
said fees may become effective. 
The legisUture shall consider 
such fees and shall approve, 
alter, amend, or change them 
in any manner it deems to be 
in the best inlapsst of ttie 

A 1973 dedte by 
TaBsbassee GbcuH Court Judge 
Ben Wtta baa apparentiy set a 
precedent for tiie Board's 
actions, lis ruling gwe the 
B(Ht the .riilit to submit a 
sttbslitale fee schedule to the 
legiriaiwe wbich would 
become effective if the 
legjalature failed to act. 

The piaintifft in the Willis 
decision were abo University 
of Florida students who 
questioned the validity of tiie 
BOR's last fee plan.

Rat art adds different touch to FAB exhibit

the cieat if i ty of the group of BFA art ttiMleota niioae woAm me 
on exMit In the i%ie Arts Bnflteg Gallery hai not been 
dampened by either the fiequent rain or the stiflteg heat of July 
and Atifost days. 

The BFA exhibit, which opened Aupttt 9 and wiDcontiinie 
imtfl August 23, features a wide variety of art forms oeated by 
graduating seniors, Sco^ituie of aD lands — glass, wood, cloth 
and living - predominates the show with pamtings, pencfl 
dnwinp md photogrqil^ also diapli^ed. 

While ill die sculptetns are ofigmal and well done, perhaps 
the most interesting - the most sensual anyway - are the cloth 
waU sculptures by Hannah Ifeyers. Concisely conqiared to 
stuffed pillows, the sculptures are large, oddly shaped and 
painted in rainbow colors, sometimes reaching almost 
psychedelic proportions. A particularly exciting work, 'Untitled 
Number I smolders erotic^y in yellows, browns, roses, grems 
and purples w^ch flow m and out of each other. A laige work, 
it has extensions like arms readiing out from the top and 
bottom. 

Using other mediums but still working with sculpture, Tom 
Strang displays much imagination and artistic facility. Exhibited 
in a glass case is sculptured blown glass which has the same 
flowing tendencies as do Strang's other works in wood and 
bronze along with the unusual colors he uses for his art. The 
bronze works are especially eye-catching. One depicts two green 
hands together, pahns up and open, with silver wings growing 
out of each hand. The contrast of the silver and green 
contributes to a mythological feeling the hands evoke. 

More along the lines of pop art is the sculpture of Frank M. , 
Lacey, Jr., who features rats in a lot of his work. Of all the rat 
sculptures the one most obvious (due to its size and placement 
in the middle of the first room downstairs in the gallery) is 



"Special Rat Platter.** Consisting of a dining room tMe set for a 
special meal, the primary focus oi the piece is the platten of 
rats at each place setting. One is a murky looking rat stew witii a 
rat, noae letting on an apple, and green olives floating in the 
mmk while the other platter, more appealing appetite-wise, is 
three mice, browned nicely, lying stomach down waitaig to be 
devoured.

COBoeming unionization of state employes 

Speakers from the state university systems of New York and 
New Jersey as well as representatives horn F-SU, lectured and 
answered questions concernmg how oliwi states have reacted to 
collective bargaining laws. 

The Florida Legislature passed a bill into law in 1968 which 
allowed state employes to bargain collectively. However, no 
guideUnes were set up until the 1974 session approved 
legislation formulating the correct prcxess for such organization. 
The new law goes into effect January 1 , 1975. 

Dr. WiUiam Anthony, FSU's School of Business professor, 
lectured on the legal aspects of organization under the state*! 
new guidelines. 

Under the state university organization system, the Board of 
Regents is the employer. The act. House Bill 2028, provides for 
a fivennan public employes relations commission to resolve 
<9iestioiis concerning claims for recognition of bargaining 
agents, investigate charges of unfair labor practices and the 
arbitration of striking by employes . 

As the hiU was interpreted at the seminar, all ol the 
combined faculties in the SUS would choose the union of their 
preference by secret ballot. 

The union, or bargaining agent, would be forced to register 
its organization witii the commission before it could maintain 
an Section. Every union would file an annual financial report 
with the commlstion m order to maintain its agency status widi 
the employes^ 

After the agoicy has been certified, a representative could 
then meet with executives of tlie BCHt to bargain collectively in 
the determination of wages and other terms of employment. 

The bin also states tiiat any individud employe may present 
his own grievances to the emfiloyer without the interventiofi of 
the bargaining agent. 

Once agreement has been reached as to the terms of the 
contracts between the faculties and the BOR, the provisions of 
the agreement would be submitted to the legislature for 
approval and subsequent allocation. 

The measure specifies, however, that the failure of the 
legislature to appropriate sufficient funds to meet the terms of 
the agreement *'shall not .constitute nor be evidence of any 
unfair labor practices." 

If an agreement is not reached within 30 days, a mediator 
may be appointed by the two parties or the commission. If this 
fails to solve the disagreement, the legislature would then take

Speaking cut 

Editor: 

A widespread crisis is surfacing at FSU about which campus 
employes are beginning to speak out. In addition to the Barbara 
Bassett case, there are reports of favoritism by employers 
determining pay, sexual discrimination, fear of reprisals for 
expressing grievances, and wages which are inadequate to meet 
today's cost of hving. Also, mostly the janitors and maids work 
eight hour shifts with only 15 minute breaks; they are not 
alio ted the standard additional half -hour meal break. 

The Career Service Employes Federation is at this time the 
most viable solution available to the staff at FSU. This union is 
St. ving to organize janitors, maids, office workers, carpenter^ 
maintenance workers, secretaries, and all other employes of the 
University. Only through organizing can the workers on this 
campus effectively fight for better wages and working 
conditions without fear of reprisals. A union can make every 
grievance an issue to be fought over, no longer just an issue to 
be fired over. Taking one's grievance to one's boss will not solve 
the problem; she or he is either unable or unwilling to help. 
When employes take their grievances to the public or campus 
community through a union, the bosses will have no choice but 
to take note. 

One might ask: but what about the anti-strike law for state 
employes? This law is undemocratic and unconstitutional. 
Getting rid of anti-strike laws of this kind will require organized 
efforts and a long fight. Remember the postal workers a few 
years back: it was their right to strike and no unjust law was 
going to deny them of their rights because they were organized, 
and no undemocratic laws or fears of reprisals held them back. 

If janitors, secretaries, groundskeepers, and even students 
who are part-time employes were organized on this campus, 
there could be some big changes made. Only a small part of the 
daily mistreatment and harassment that goes on is reported. Ask 
Barbara Bassett about harassment. Then ask her what an 
organization like the Career Service Employes Federation has 
done for her and what more it could do if it had the full support 
and participation of hundreds of other now unorganized 
workers on this campus.

Child dies on FSU program

A five-year-old girl drowned in Silver Lake 
Monday while participating in the Seminole 
Youth Program, a Black Student Union project 
which offers under-privileged children 
recreational activities. 

Shand Stirrup of 1010 Basin Street had been 
reported missing for two hours before a search 
by the program's counselors uncovered the 
body floating in the lake. 

A group of children had been taken to the 
lake for a riiort picnic at 12:30 pjn. 

The program guidelines specify that only 
children between the ages of 7 and 16 are 
allowed to participate. It has been reported that 
the counselors were aware of Stirrup's presence. 
Stirrup's 12-year-old sister Andre Washington 
had brought her along for the picnic and she 
was told before the accident that she would not 



be aOoifed to bring her sister in the future. 

Uniyeralty adnrinistraton and work-study 
students who were present at the scene of the 
accidei^t held an Emergency meeting Tueiday to 
clarify ; accounts of the accident. Aitistaal 
the Vke-Preaidint for Student Affurs Loi 
Goldh^n said that the yovdi program 
operations have been temporarfly suspend^ 
until more information concerning the niiih4» 
can bei attained. 

Early this week, Goldhagen and several 
student counselors visited the victim's guardian 
and grandmother, Anna Lee Young.

Indian Mounds State ?tak is 
not ^ far from downtown 
Taliiiassee, but one visit will 
take you bade to the days of 
the Apalachees and HenuuKlo 
DeSoto. 

Except for the bathrooms, 
picnic tables, an occasional 
telephone pole and a trailer 
park adjacent to the grounds, 
the mounds are m the same 
natural state they have been in 
tor the last 700 years. 

The drive is a visual 
experience in itself. Heading 
north on Monroe (US 27). the 
beautitul countryside becomes 
more lush as the city 
disappears behind. The site of 
the DeSoto expedition's first 
Oiristmas celebration paaes on 
tfie right. The bhie-aad-white 
signs point the direction to the 
park. • 

As the right hand turn (by 



the sign to Red «id Sbm*s (tdi 
camp) approaches, the houses 

and stores grow fewer and 
farther between. Th^ curving 
road winds its Way past 
moss-laden oaks, and Lake 
Jackson is visible through the 
trees. 

At the tumoff for the 
Mounds, there is virtually 
nothmg but unspoiled land. 
The road ends at the entrance 
to the park. 

The first remarkable aspect 
of the park is its quiel. There is 
hardly a sound (unless it's a 
particularly busy Sunday, and 
then there are only four or five 
cars) except for die birds and 
other natural noises. : 

The park is not large. In 
fact, e¥en the mcnuMls 
themiehKs are remarkably 
small, at least according to 
some expectations. 
Nevmh^e», there is enough 
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tend and enough natural 
beauty to spend a couple of 
quiet hours without noticing 
these minor shortcomings. 

The trail to the mounds 
leads around the south end of 
the park, and is interrupted 
only by informational signs 
along the way. Thi? climb up 
the first mound (whK:h 
resembles a «mall but steep 
hill) is through the middle of 
prime forest land, ckared only 
tor accessibility. 

At the lop, there is a 
plateau suiruundcJ by trees. 
Down below, the meadow and 
the small pond look as 
picturesque as any area on a 
postcard. 

The tnul winds down the 
fkst of the two mounds and 
leads to a redwfiod bridge that 
spans the brook. As the water

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BOR hopes grants will aid integration

Several monetary actions, 
designed to equalize 
educational and employment 
opportunity in the State 
University System fSUS), were 
announced this week by the 
SUS Office of Personnel and 
Faculty Relations. 

'The program is designed to 
increase black graduate 
students and faculty members 
in the SUS. " said Dr. Mel 
Sharp of the BOR. *t)ur other 
purpose is to increase the 
number of blacks on' campus 
and It) encourage advancement 
in parliciilai ureas for blacks." 

The S I million program was 
proposed from a list of 19 
actions from the HbW to 
iichicve coniplicince with Title 
VI of the Civil Rights Act. 

The SI million was 
approved by the state 
legislature for this program and 
is part of their regular budget 
for this year. 

A voluntary transfer 
program was initiated to 
eiKourage the shifting of black 
faculty and administrators at 
FAMU to other universities in 
the .system, as well as the 
tran.sfcr of white faculty and 
administrators troni other 
universities to FAMU. Faculty 
from FSU are not eligible for 
any of the twenty $10,000 
grants designed as incentives to 
ease tfie cost of permanent 
rclociilion. 

Alihouuh (his is part of the 
Icdcrul desegregation program, 
Shcirp said, "WeVc not trying 
lo change I AMI Ts character as 
a black instiiution.'* 

*'h IS part of the effort to 



increase racial mixing/' he said. 

Another aspect of the HEW 
rulings is the effort to 
stimulate the enrollment of 
black graduate students in 
areas where the number of 
blacks is very low, such as 
engineering, chemistry and 
architecture. Five grants-in-aid 
of S4,770 will be available, 
beginning fall quarter, to 
blacks in the SUS. 

One other major program is 
not required by HEW, but will 
be implemented to increase the 
number of blacks in middle 
management and 
administrative positions in the 
SUS. 

"We're asking the deans of 
SUS schools to help us here, 
and we need a year just to see 
how it goes, " said Sharp. 

Five granti, of S3. 000 each 
for tuition, books and 
relocation are available for 
black Academic and Personnel 
faculty "possessing the 
leadership abihty for additional 
administrative responsibility."

It It is good to govern one's 
own litc, IS It also good to be 
saddled with governing the 
lives ot thousands ot others? 
Whv should others not govern 
themselves'.' It would seem a 
situation where everyone 



dictates the course of hit own 
iife is better than altemtttve 
states. And easier! But for such 
a system to work, there needs 
to be at least a tacit 
understanding of rights, by the 
population, or people will get 
in the way of each other. 
Considering the variable of 
human nature. can one 
rationally expect every 
individual to respect fellow 
individuals? Are there not 
always some who find 
advantage in coercively 
interfering with the lives of 
others'^ There inevitably arfe 
such aggressors. Hence the 
need for laws. 

Law which protects the 
individual from aggression 
against his person or his 



property (property is the 
estteaaoo of the penon) is a 
prerequisite for any society in 
which citizens are expected not 
to violate the rights of others, 
and in which the government is 
judged by the sdrne standards. 
Such law protects the 
responsible from the 
irresponsible. It is an 
instrument of they who 
manage to govern their own 
lives while leaving the freedom 
of others inviolate, but who are 
realistic enough not to expect 
the same maturity in everyone 
else. On the other hand, law 
that would protect the 
individual from himself is as 
much a crime against the 
individual as is the behavior of 
the thug. A book burnei is a 



book bumer, in or out of 
uniform. 

Laws ire of two types - 
benevolent and milevolent, the 
type protecting property and 
the type iafiingiag on 
property. There is no other 
right than a property right 
because your person, your life, 
is your uhimate property. 
Simply put. the reasoning 
individual who isn't out to 
coa<pier his fellows should 
support good laws, and oppose 
bad ones - no matter how 
pretty the social packaging - 
and beware of arguments to do 
away with laws entirely. No 
laws would equal anardiy. 
Anarchy would usher in 
nihilism. And nihilism would 
be a situation so intolerable as 




to eventually give rise to a 
dictatorship (of the 
non-benevolent variety) 

because of the promise of 
law-and^rder! How much 
better to have a 
government buflt

From a new 
freshman to post -doctoral 
scholars, most all of us face the 
problem ot'^how we are going 
lo pa\ for tuition, books, room 
and h(urd, as well as the host 
ot other minor necessities we

My first piece of advice is 
don't borrow money from a 
bank or financial institution 
unless it is absolutely 
necessary. Banks borrow 
people's money in order that 
they can make more money on 
it. If your friend puts into 
savings SIOOO at 5% interest, 
he earns S50 in a year. 
However, if you borrow his 
SIOOO the day after, you will 
be charged 10 % (the current 
normal rate) and it will cost 
you $100 for a year. That $S0 
goes to pay for the luxurious 
buildings banks are housed in 
and the president's new 
Cadillac. 

In legal terminology, that 

process is called "usury." but it 

is completely legal • aid 
above-board in our current 
legal structure. Banks are 
indeed necessary components 
ot our economic structure, but 
tliey have have a tendency not

They want your 
checkings and savings accounts, 
but be careful if you start 
talking to them about a loan. 

*Xfet your ducks in a row" 
financially. Most of us have 
rich aunts and poor uncles that 
arc interested in us, and which 
we may have long forgotten 
a^t.

Uncle Joe who 
U^s in a shanty on the south 
side of town may have $50,000 
stashed under his mattress 
waiting for the right 
opportunity to use it. Write 
your friends and relatives, tell 
them what you are doing and 
how you like it. Don't mention 
money, but keep checldng 
3rour mailbox for a secret 
reward from Aunt Polly. If you 

get money fr(mi other sources, 
don't tell your parents, as it 
wUl make them feel bad.

Buy one, study it closely, and 
write every company or 
foundation that offers a 
scholarship you think you 
might be eligible for. Don't 
believe the myth that you have 
to be a straight A student to 
get a scholarship. A lot of 
scholarship givers look for 
accomplishment or interests in 
non-academic areas, or award 
on the basis of geographical 
preference. Likewise, there are 
many state and federal 
government loans available. 

All of us have some talent 
or skill that can help us 
financially. Perhaps you can 
cut hair, sew clothes, type, 
tutor Greek, sing, edit papers, 
drive a car or mix drinks. 
Perhiq>s you can do something 

no one has ever thought of 
brfore. Sell your lervicef to 
those who may need it. The 
Flambeaii has che^ want-ads, 
and there wfll be 20,000 
stiidenu here next month. 



The last suggestion is to 
look for buys in food if you 
live off-campus or fix your 
own meals. We have all heard 
of the "roving housewives" 
who go from store to store in 
search of miniscule bargains. 
We need not be that neurotk, 
but by careful searching, a 
study of advertisements, and 
slow and careful grocery 
purchasing, you can save $ 1 to 
S3 on your food bill each 
week. For an academic year, 
that can turn out to be as 
much as S75 to Si 00. With 
that, you can take your chick 
and her mother to Daytona 
Beach for the weekend.

Such persons are probably 
either afraid that they cannot 
compete with others (like a 
business which seeks 
government protection or 
subsidies), or they are so crass 
as to suggest that their 
neighbors owe them a very 
good living even though they 
have nothing of value to offer 
for their wages. This latter 
case, of the paid 
non-productive member of 
society (although he has the 
means and i^ility to become 
so), constitutes a titird crime, 
in niy opinion. That the 
crune of wasting his life at 



everyone else's expense. 

These three crimes, together 
or separately, point to the 
conclusion that "a government 
official should always be 
considered guilt> until proven 
innocent." I should have 
pointed out, ihougli, that the 
only way such a person may 
exonerate himself would be for 
him to renounce his position of 
power (or weakness, as it may 
seem), and to stop receiving 
payment of government funds. 
Again, however, this excludes 
people who do not work for 
government monies or who 
have no choice but to accept 
aid from a government agency 
in order to survive.

According to the University 
p^.M.ai Planning Office, the 
.iKjiing unit IS easier and 
.:xaper than the old 
irrangement of individual 
x4ing systems in each 
jdmg. "This is because of 
e much larger size of the new 
unit." officials said. "The 
iTiiversity expects great savmgs 
by utilizing the central unit, 
which replaces hundreds oi 
window and package uniu.'* 

Studies for the new system 
began in November, 1971 
when a report was prepared by 
Central Energy Corporation of 
Oilias, Texas to defuie the 
advantages and disadvantages' 
of possible private ownership 
of a central plant for furnishing 
the cooling energy 
requirenients of the campus. 
This report studied ^^ant 
concept and design, the 
distribution system, 
construction costs and the 
annual cost of plant operation. 

I'tiii/ing this information, 
1ic Physical Planning Division 
and the Physical Plant Division 
prepared another report that 
confirmed the belief that a 
iniversity-owned central 
rdrigeration plant is feasible 
Hj the most economical 
approach for meeting current 



and future building 
air-conditioning requirements.

Mainstage theater 
productions in FSU's Fine Arts 
Building a/" always important 
and some ung which the 
students and community look 
forward to. While students gain 
nearly all the acting and 
technical roles in mainstage 
plays, It IS rare for a student to 
direct one. 

However, this academic year 
will not end with no 
student-directed mainsU^ 
productioo: Pnil Frece, an 
MFA directing student, is the 
director of **Bi» Stop,** the last 
mainstage show of the year. 

The play premiered last 
week with positive reviews and 
will present its fmal 
performances this weekend at 
8: 15 each evening. 

The first student to direct a 
mainsU^ production since last 
year, Prece has performed in 
several plays at FSU and 
"ireally eiyoys acting a lot.'* 
He admits to liking direction 
best, though. ''Directing is 
more satisfying for me," he 
said, adding that it aUows him 
to "bring all the play's 
elements together, and work 
towards what the audience will 
see in the end." 

Although "Bus Stop" is a 
traditional type of play, Prece 
is really in favor of "new kinds 
of forms in theater work." This 
is seen in "Bus Stop" with the 
non-stop presence of the 
performers on the stage. As the 
audience enters the theater, the 
performers are on stage 
preparing the props and the 
audience "sees them there all 
the time," according to Prece. 
Throughout the intermissions, 
the action is continuous. "The 
play doesn't stop until the 
lilihts fade at the end," he said. 

Piece's choice of "Bus 
Stop** was based on 



stipulations set up by 
administrators of the School of 
Theatre. Wanting a play that 
was "pretty commerciaF' and 
that demanded only one set 
and small cast, the choice of 
"Bus Stop" was easily accepted 
as it fills all the requirements. 

Originally planning to direct 
a Neil Simon work, Prece 
fmally decided on "Bus Stop'* 
because it was *'a more 
interesting show to do than a 
Simon play." 

**I think it's a really good 
play, almost a classic in recent 
Amnican theater," Pkece said. 

ftoductioiis of *'Bus Stop" 
am be considered as part of 
**aU the levivils and nostalgia 
oi today," Rrece said. Along 
with bek^ a good ccmiedy, 
**Bus Stop" was written by 
WS^am Inge, one (rf* the 
foremost American 
playwrights, who died last 
^ing. Because of Inge's recent 
death. Piece believes that tiiere 
wiU be a revivid of his works. 
Already a musical version of 
another Inge play, "Come 
Back, Uttle Sheba," is slated 
to open on Broadway in the 
faU.

In his productkm of 'lus 
Stop/* Prece is tryiag to make 
it ''work as tttMty. It's fumy 
in its humanness,** he sud. 
**Tfiere are fimny lines and 
situations but the things we 
laugh at in the play are the 
things we do every day . . . 
that's how life really is.'* 

With other directorial tasks, 
Prece had some problems at 
first. Casting the play was "^a 
bit of a problem at the 
beginning," he said. There arc 
five male roles and three 
temale roles in the play and 
Precc had "a lot of people read 
and reread" until he found the 
cast he wanted. Never having 
previously directed any of the 
people in a play presented a 
challenge to Prece. That and 
the dilTcrent levels of 
experience ol the people in the 
cast made direct mg more 
inicicsiing, he said. Prece 
praises them all. however, 
saymii that they all were "great 
io work with."

Pot arrests are up

Recently released arrest 
figures show that over 420,000 
people were arrested mitionaUy 
last year for possession of 
marijuana. Estimates have 
phced the cost of proaecuting 
last year's marijuana arrests at 
around $250 million, with 
some appraisals running as high 
as $600 million. 

In Florida, 17,875 people 
were arrested during 1973 for 
marijuana-related offenses of 
which 87% were for simple 
possession. This represents a 
537c increase in Florida arrests 
from 1972, which is markedly 
higher than the national arrest 
increase of 43%. 

Court and law enforcement 
costs associated with marijuana 
arrests in Fkxida dunng 1973 
have been estmiated to be 
between $10 »d $25 mfflion. 

Rgures just publislied by 
the Tallahassee Police 
Department (TPD) show that

Plans for future construction are extensive

Building construction slated 
for the FSU campus over the 
next several years will not 
spread beyond present 
university boundaries, but will 
be extensive it current plans 
arc carried through to 
completion, according to Jim 
Bullard. Coordinator of 
Faciiites Planning. 



Among the projected 
structures designated for 
construction in the near future, 
are the Continuing Education 
Building, an additional music 
building, a new maintenance 
facility, an undergraduate 
physics labratory and a new 
refrigeration plant. Additions 
will also be made to Strozier 
Library and the Law Library, 




according to Bullard. 

*The Continuing Education 
Building, for which the 

Legislature has given us a 
$300,000 plannmg budget, will 
be located on six acres of land 
in the new urban renewal area 
which is bounded by 
Pensacola, Copeland, Madison 
and Boulevard," Bullard said. 
"It will be an $8 million 
structure with 122,900 square 
feet of floor space.'* 

The proposed city coliseum 



and the new state archives 
building will also be 
constructed in the renewal 
area. The new music building 
will be built on the parking lot 
adjacent to the present 
building. No starting date for 
construction has been set. 

A S6 million refrigeration 
plant is also on the priorities 
list. To be constructed adjacent 
to the present steam plant, the 
refrigeration plant hopefully 
will provide a more efficient air

Cops walking beats

Unbeknownst to most 
people, the campus security 
"walking patrol" is a vital part 
of the deterrent of crimes on 
FSU's campus. 

"We use walking patrol now 
because it gives eye to interior 
parts of campus where crime is 
likely to occur," Jim Sewell, 
Information Director for 
University Police, said. *^o 
much of campus doesn't open 
onto streets," he said, which 
makes it impossible for officers 
in cars or motorcycles to patrol 
there. * 

The modification of shift 
patrols makes it possible to 
initiate more walking beats and 
allow more o^ocn time to 
patrol them. Now, FSU police 
officers work ten hours a day, 
four days a week wtth 
overlapping shifts. 

Although officer John 
Stevens admits that ten hours 
of walking gets tiikg, 
particularly because most of 
the walking patrols are from 9 
pjn. to 3 a.m., the high crime 
times, "it is bearable because 
the officers rotate shifts so that 
a few are not assigned to the 
walking patrols all the time." 

Usually walking by 
themselves, each officer is in 
constant contact with 



assistance through his radio. 
Officers patrol inside buildings, 
"especially when we know 
there are people inside 
studying," said Stevens. Once, 
while patroling Bellamy 
Building, Stevens came upon 
two giris studying who, when 
they saw a policeman, 
gratefully acknowledged that 
they were "glad to see" him. 

The visibility factor of the 
walking patrolmen is important 
to the deterrent of crime, 
according to Sewell. "People 
are less apt to steal something" 
or do something wrong if they 
know there is an "omnipresent 
patrol*' around, he said. The 
purpose of the patrolmen is 
**not to scare people, just to 
protect them,*' he iKlded. 

In fact, the walking patrol 
at FSU has helped deter 
crunes, partk:ulariy crimes 
committed against women and 
some outside property 
vandalism, Sew^ said. Besides 
helping to deter crime, the 
walking patrol gives *^mixt 
potoitial for contact" between 
the police and people on 
campus which provides for 
'"positiwe reaction" of the 
campus community to the 
police along with helping to 
prevent crimes, according to 
Sewell.

Before initiating planning 
on a new building, Bullard said 
that a list of campus priorities 
had to first be drawn up. These 
priorities are based on 
projected enrollment, 
production, and current 
inventory. A building program 
based on this information is 
then submitted to the Board of 
Regents (BOR). 

"We only submit those 
building programs that appear 
to have a good chance of being 
funded," Bullard said. 'The 
Legislature gives the BOR a 
lump sum of money for 
construction purposes based on 
the priorities of all the state 
universities. They then allocate 
a certain amount of that sum 
to each university.'* 

A new policy has been put 
into practice during the last 
two years under which 
**planning money," 
approximate^ ten percent of 
the fuial project budget, is 
allocated for each approved 
building program, according to 
BuUard.

time period in 1974. 

Deputy Sheriff Mike Wright 
said that the agency 
concentrates its investigations 
on the wholesale levcL 

"Very often, we have to 
start such an investigation on 
the bubblegum level and work 
our way up," Wright said. 
''Sometimes we knovv that 
these guys are dealing harder 
drugs but we can only make a 
marijuana arrest." 

Wright said that the 
Sheriffs Department works 
closely with FSU police. Asked 
whether the Sheriffs 
Department agents wait for a 
request by FSU poUce before 
entering the campus, Wright 
replied that "the last time I 
had checked, FSU was still in 
Leon County," thus entitling 
Sheriffs agents to come on 
campus at any time. 

Wright maintained that as 
long as the present marijuana 
laws are suppoiied by the 
majority of the people, the 
Sheriffs Department would 
continue to nuke arrests.
